You are already aware of the extensive and very expensive Sanatory Measures, and the great 
accession to the ordinary Medical Staff which this Board considered it necessary to recommend 
during the prevalence of Cholera. A considerable proportion of the expense so incurred will neces- 
sarily fall to be charged against the resident Irish throughout the City, who have acquired no legal 
settlement ; but as I have no means at present of ascertaining the amount, I can do no more than 
merely allude to it ; also the number of Orphan Children who were thrown permanently upon the 
parish during the epidemic of 1847; it being impossible to trace the parish in Ireland to which they 
could consistently be sent.
